erators, who were not on duty at that 
time had been oommnnlcated with ljy 
telephone and that these live had also 
Joined In the walk-out. 

The operators Informed Miss Mc- 
Donough, the Chief Operator, that they 
had taken otTense at criticisni of tbe 
telephone service which had apjiearad 
in a morning newspaper. They stated 
that they had been doing their best to 
give the people of Maysville service 
and that they did not feel that they 
should be severely criticised. This 
was the only explanation Ri'cn the 
Chief Operator for the walk-out and 
the six girls then left the Innldini; and 
wont for a walk through the iRist EnJ 
of the city. 

Manager W. c. Cormaa was not at 
the office at tbe tline the 'tparaton 
walked out but be was Itnmedlately 
summoned and In a few minutes he 
vvjis in touch with the Superintendent 
of the company at Paris and informed 
him of the condition here. Tli ; super- 
intendent left immediately by automo- 
bile for Maysville to take the sHnation 
In hand. 

During the morning there was no 
one at work in the operating room at 
the local telephone office sxcep: the 
Chief Operator and the bookkeopeis 
with tbe .ManaRcr and tbe liiu! force. 
W itli thisi criiipled force few c'alle were 
answered hut the Ioiik distance and 
service was kept up fairly welL 
WaatMpiViXonef. 

The strU^pg girls when seen this 
morning cTated that an article In a 
mominf! paper was immediately re- 
•^ponslbie for their walk-out. They re 
sented certain statements in the tirtlcic 
In regard to the scrvlctfthey had huon 
giving and their actions while on dut ; 
but they also stated that they vould 
not return to work naleas the company 
agreed to pay them larger salaries and 
give them double pay for 8nnday. 

Members of the striking crowd st«*' 
ed that they had l)een working for 
some time as* operators and were only 
drawing salaries of |26 per month 
Others stated that they were on spe- 
cial duty requiring extraordinary sk*' 
and were only getttug $27.60 per 
month. They stated that they had 
made every posslfile effort to give the 
public service that would be accept- 
able. 

The matter of Sunday work seemed 
to hi' the main griovnnqp of the strlk 
lr { girls. >Tbey contended that they 
were not gMtlac peM (w their Sunday 
work and that maar of them werej-iv 
quired to work most every Bunday. 
One llUle girl stated that she had 
worked for the past live Sundays
